Observing 


He was. 

He was an artillery officer with 
a Lancashire regiment, and I 
know his men loved him. He was 
in it from the start. He was in 
the hopeless early show in Nor- 
way and, finally, in France. He 
was in the long and bloody re- 
treattoward Dunkirk. It. was 
there-one day, as he rode a motor- 
cycle down a canal bank toward 
a battery gun position, that’a 
German machine gun bullet 
creased his head, taking a little 
bit of the skull. His batman found 
him hours later and got him to a 
French hospital where the head 
wound was treated and he put to 
bed. He slipped away with his 
batman and rejoined his battery, 
his head encased in bandages. 


Fought It Out 


They fought it out. until the 
great and historic evacuation, He 
cidn’t tell me all this. I got 
enough of it from him to learn it 
from others, and also to know that 
his war record was one of the 
more magnificent ones. As an ex- 
ample is the fact that, after the 
war when his back troubled him, 
it was learned that when he was 
hurled from the motorcycle he 
also had fractured a vertebra. 
Yet, he fought all the desperate 
days of Dunkirk, and brought 
what was left of his battery back 
to Britain. 

He didn’t really talk about that. 
But. he did tell me a story. 

“My battery had a very fine 
morale,”’ he said, ‘‘and I think it 
was because of the baths. When 
I was at Marlborough College the 
baths were copper tubs in .which 
we sat with the legs out. There 
was a story behind them. It seems 
that in 1914 two young men from 
the college, going off to that war, 
made out their wills to the college. 
They didn’t have- much but they 
ordered that in the event they 
were killed their estates should be 
settled and the money used to 
provide baths at Marlborough. 
They were killed. These were the 
copper tubs. 

“Shortly before we went to 
Ff ahge early in the war, our bat- 
tery was stationed near the 
school. I knew modern tubs had 
been installed since my _ day, 
but knowing our British ways I 
¢oncluded the copper tubs were 
somewhere about. I went to the 
school and found they were, in- 
deed, stored. I signed for them 
and we took them to the battery. 


High Morale , 


“The entire battery bathed in 
them and when we went to France 
the tubs went along. It was dis- 
heartening there, with the Ger- 
mans coming on and all France 
disorganized. But our battery had 
a high morale because of our tubs 
and hot baths. We bathed in them 
right up until the evacuation 
across the channel. After the war 
I went back to the school and 
told them about the tubs, left at 
Dunkirk, but they wrote them 
off. I didn’t have to pay. 

‘I like to think though,” he said, 
“that those two young men who 
went off to war in 1914 and were 
killed, had a rare, fine time of it 
4n Heaven leaning out and seeing 
their copper tubs being used by 
soldiers in France in another 
great war.”’ 

And so do we all. 

When I meet people like him I 
grow impatient and angry with 
those who would divide Britain 
and the United States. We have 
much more in common than a 
language. And we must sink or 
swim together. He who would not 
have Britain as friend and ally is, 
I think, fool indeed. 

There are differences between 
us—and always will be. 

We, in a sense, are where | 


Britain was before the second | 


great war—the big, powerful na- 
tion, For that reason a lot of peo- 
ple don't like us. But here in | 
Britain there is a great reservoir 
of good will for the United States 
ane we must never forget. it 
. aS We must not forget what 
sort of people they are. 

‘These are the days of great 
and awesome decisions—and we 
cannot go it alone.

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Fluoridation Voted 
By Augusta Council 


The Augusta City Council Monday 
might voted fluoridation of the city’s 
water supply as a means of combatting 
tooth decay. The money to pay for the 
project is available. Augusta is ready. 

Last week, without a dissenting vote, 
the city council at Calhoun approved 
fluoridation. The city’s water committee 
end the city engineer were authorized to 
proceed with plans to add fluoride to the 
water. 

Thus Augusta and Calhoun will join 
the 945 communities in the United States 
which are giving their residents the bene- 
fit of a proved, scientific protection 
against dental caries or cavities in the 
teeth, the nation’s most common health 
problem. The total number of residents 
so protected is now 16,777,976. 

There is nothing new or radical about 
the fluoridation approach to the prob- 
lem. Dr. A. L. Russell, consultant for Na- 
tional Institute of Dental Research, said 
et a conference in Albany recently, 
“Fluorine is not a strange, new visitor 
from outer space, but is a familiar ma- 
terial found in the food we eat and the 
water we drink.” 

Four million Ameri¢ans have been 
drinking naturally fluoridated water all 
their lives—and with benefit. It is when 
the water is fluorine deficient that the 
decay deterrent is added. And again the 
result is good. 

Fluorine does not cause cancer. Dr. 
Charles S. Cameron, president of the 
American Cancer Society, says that it 
doesn't. 

The possible aise of fluorine as a means 
of sabotaging drinking water is “techni- 
cally impracticable.” Federal Civil De- 
fense Administrator Val Peterson proffers 
that information. 

One by one, the half-truths of the 
antifluoridationists are being spiked and 
the falsities exposed as such. 

One by. one, American communities 
are following the advice of their dentists 
and adopting fluoridation as a blessing to 
generations to come. 


Reinhardt College Has 
A Birthday Celebration 


Reinhardt College at Waleska in 
Cherokee County will celebrate today -in 
a double-header. 

The event commemorates the found- 
ing 70 years ago of this college which is 
dedicated to Christian service in the 
field of higher education. And it marks 
the fifth anniversary of the Master Soil 
Conservation Field Day. On that special 
day in 1949 the campus and the college 
farm were worked over and improved in 
a@ project that included the building of a 
six-room residence. 

Dr. Pierce Harris and Gov. Herman 
Talmadge will share speaking honors on 
the anniversary program. 

The Reinhardt president, Dr. J. R. 
Burgess, his staff and the trustees of the 
institution have a right to point with pride 
today in showing their guests the prog- 
ress the college has made since 1949. 

A new administration building was 
completed in 1951. Endowment funds 
have been increased and a $60,000 schol- 
arship fund has been established. The 
two-year junior college and the high 
school have been accredited by the South- 
ern Association ef Colleges and Secon- 
dary Schools. 

That doesn’t mean Reinhardt doesn't 
still need its friends. The immediate ob- 
jective is a special $15,000 to complete the 
financing of the administration building 
and to provide work scholarships for de- 
serving boys and girls. 

The cause of Reinhardt is the cause of 
the small private college. The institution 
at Waleska has proved itself worthy of 
continued support such as it has had in 
the past. 

May the crowd for this anniversary 
day live up to advance expectations. May 
the response to the invitation to help fill 
an immediate need and rise above both 
the budget and the hopes of the college 
officials.

Educational Deficiencies 
Costly to Armed Forces 


The United States armed forces are 
losing a sixth of the nation’s potential 
fighting power due to inadequate school- 
ing, according to a survey by the National 
Education Association. 

Not only is that true but some states 
and sections are contributing more man- 
power in proportion to population than 
others, says the report. 

' “Differences in educational opportu- 
nity among the states result in an un- 
‘equal distribution of the wartime man- 
power burdens,” the survey indicates. “Of 
those found to be educationally deficient 
during the first year of the Korean Wah— 
oo et cept Se Mineola fo OY Pr oes 


in South Carolina—large proportions 
came from some of the states and rela- 
tively few from others.” 


The study showed that the armed 
services are rejecting for educational de- 
ficiencies more than 30 per cent of the 
draftees in eight Southern states, includ- 
ing Georgia. ; 

“American public education,” says the 
report, “is primarily a state and local en- 
terprise—control over what is taught and 
most of the responsibility for financing 
the schools is in the hands of the state de- 
partments of education and local boards. 
Local communities, therefore, differ in 
the kinds of educational programs they 
want for their children. They also differ 
in their willingness and ability to support 
schools. ... While the people of this na~- 
tion do hot want uniformity, they do want 
equality of educational opportunity.” 

The report points out some other in- 
teresting facts. Many states are able to 
spend large amounts on their schools even 
though this represents a very small per 
cent of average income payments. Thus, 
for West Virginia, for instance, to sup- 
port a $150 per pupil program must use 
2.85 per cent of its income. Illinois, on 
the other hand, in supporting a $278. per 
child program must spend only 1.92 per 
cent of its income. ; 

Most states are working at their edu- 
cational problems. Not many of them are 
willing to accept the strings that a fed- 
eral program. requires. Federal aid means 
federal control and uniformity, they ar- 
gue. The alternative is for those states still 
deficient in their educational programs to 
somehow find methods of financing them. 


Asiatic Dilemma Must 
Somehow Be Resolved 


Chances for a negotiated settlement 
of the Indochina muddle at the Geneva 
conference appear as far away as ever. 
Communist terms as spelied out by Molo- 
tov and other representatives of the Mos- 
cow-Peiping blot arnount to almost a sur- 
render ultimatum. 

It is still not certain that the French 
will refuse the Communist terms. The 
foundations of the present government 
are so shaky and French desires to get out 
of Indochina so strong that anything could 
happen. Molotov’s central aim at the 
meeting has been to force France into a 
neutralist position,.in Europe and Asia. 

Molotov. has played a skillful game of 
dividing the United States and her allies, 
devoting his attention to France as the 
weakest link. 

At any rate, the spectre of what to do 
in Asia is still with us. The threat to the 
future security of the United States re- 
mains a real danger. As the New York 
Times puts is editorially: 


“If our opponents desired a settlement on 
rational terms it could be had. Unhappily, 
they do not represent rationality but a pro- 
gram of power. And the only answer to a 
program of power is the application of a 
counter-power. 

“The principle is simple. It is the ap 
plication that is hideously difficult. If Indo- 
china falls, the whole of Southeast Asia may 
or may not fall. We have been told yes and. 
we have been told no by those in authority 
and sometimes by the same man or men. If 
the fall of Indochina did not bring down the 
rest of Southeast Asia, how many disasters 
would be required to do it?’ 

That is the question that plagues our 
diplomatic and defense planners. Every 
foot of ground the Communists win in 
Asia brings them that much nearer to 
ultimate domination of the entire conti- 
nent. Where will we call a halt? 

The challenge is one of our survival. 
We must accept either isolation or despair. 
We must act boldly and with confidence. 
Let us try to remember as James Mich- 
ener said recently: 

“Korea and Indochina are identical in 
the problems they present. Loss of Ko- 
rea would have threatened Japan and the 
Philippines, and therefore had to be pre- 
vented. Loss of Indochina would threaten 
all of Southeast Asia and therefore must 
be prevented.”

try and enterprise to develop this 
new source of energy which holds 
such dazzling promise. 

The key to the whole problem, 
as to whether the public is to be 
protected as it was not in private 
development of electricity, lies in 
the patent provisions. President 
Eisenhower singled out that im- 
portant factor in his message to 
Congress in February about revi- 
sion of the law. He warned that a 
monopoly of patents by a limited 
number of .companies which had 
participated in development under 
government license must not be 
allowed to grow up. 

If you can, you might take your 
eye and.mind off Joe McCarthy 
and his show occasionally and let 
Congress know you don't want to 
be fleeced on atomic energy as 
you were on electrical energy. 
There's a real danger you may 
wake up some.years hence and 
find that it's happened again.

It should be a comfort to the relatives of the men who made the 


sacrifices im Korea that the 16 
nations*are insisting on the same 
basic idea which the United Na- 
tions has supported ever since 
1347—that Korea must be unified 
by free elections. 

Although there has been a 
strong tendency among some of 
the Allied countries to look at 
the problem as.one of a single 
personality—President Syngman 
Rhee—all the 16 participating 
nations now realize that a legal 
entity, the Republic of Korea, 
cannot be brushed aside and a 
Start made from scratch. Since 
independence once recognized 
must be respected, the 16 gov- 
ernments have concluded. that 
the stepg taken here must be in 
conformity with the will of the 
Korean people as expressed in 
their own constitution. 

What this means is that. while 
the delegation from the Republic 
of Korea could agree in princi- 
ple to the idea of an all-Korean 
election, this can be ratified only 
when two-thirds of the Korean 
Assembly adopt an amendment 
to the existing cd&stitution to pro- 
vide for such an election. It:is 
realized here that it would be 
improper for President. Rhee to 
say he would acree to an all-Ko- 
rean election when this is a func- 
tion of his assémbly. Likewise, 
there is little use talking about 
any general election throughout 
Korea when no provision has 

} 
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been made for supervision of the 
elections in North Korea, where 
one million Chinese soldiers still 
are encamped and constitute a 
coercive force. . 

Another point on which the 16 
nations have agreed is that there 
must be proportionate represen- 
tation—that is,- the southern sec- 
tion of Korea where two-thirds 
of the people live must be rep- 
resented in that proportion. 

Some of the Allies of the Unit- 
ed States who have been lJuke- 
warm about Syngman Rhee and 
have favored ‘a new start such 
as the Communists suggested, 
now recognize that it isn't a ques- 
tion. of a single personality but 
of a precedent and a principle. 
For if the United Nations, which 
created and recognized the con- 
Stitutional government of the Re- 
public of Korea, were at the 
behest of Peiping and Moscow to 
agree to wipe out the present 
goverftuent of Korea, this would 
be a flagrant abandonment the 
basic principle of law and order 
for which the United Nations it- 
self stands. 

The Republic of Korea delega- 
tion has worked harmoniously 
with the American government, 
and in due time the Communists 
will find world opinion rising 
against them even in quarters 
hitherto friendly to them.

WASHINGTON, May 18 (INS). 
A Columbia University professor 
emeritus today called the Ford) 
Foundation’s fund for the ad-| 
vancement of education ‘‘waste-| 
ful’ and “‘improperly adminis- 
tered.”’ , 

Dr. Thomas H. Briggs, who said 
he resigned in March from the 
fund's advisory council, told a 
House committee investigating 
tax-exempt foundations that the 
group “ignored the professional 
organization of school adminis-' 
trators’’ and used its resources 
to “‘deprecate the program of 
professional education.”’ 

He said the administrators of 
the fund ignored advice of the 
advisory council and made grants 
‘to favored localities that were 
not likely to be of any wide, 
benefit.”’ 

Committee Counsel Rene Worm- 
ser said no plans had been made 
to question members of the coun- 
cil concerning Briggs’ charges. 
However, Rep. Wayne Hays (D- 
Ohio) insisted that at least one 
member be called as a witness. 

Briggs testified following a 
flareup over the staff report read | 
last week by Research Director 
Norman Dodd. 

Hays charged that certain con-| 
clusions favorable to foundations | 
and others severely criticizing | 
them had been toned down or 
eliminated after the report had 
been mimeographed 10 days ago.

Decoration Day 


Mountaintown Baptist Church up in Gilmer County {is an old 
church. It was orfanized about 1834 and it sits, square and white, 
in a little clearing on a rise in the ground with its plain, rec- 
tangular windows framing green tree tops on one side and a little 
churchyard on the other. 

Last Sunday was homecoming and decoration day at Moun- 
taintown Church and the little building with its new yellow-var- 

nished pews and its well-worn, oft-used hymn books was crowded 
with folks from all about the countryside, come to worship once 
more in the place where they grew up, to reunion with their fam- 
ilies and old friends and to put flowers on the graves of their 
dead. 


They gathered in little groups under the trees and on the 
church house steps, warming their bodies in the thin May sun- 
shine and their spirits with good neighborly talk. Then they 
went. inside to sing the old. songs and to hear the Rev. Isaac 
McVay, of Blue Ridge, talk for a little about those who rested 
under the rain-washed green sod of the churchyard. 


“But I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren,” read 
the minister from the Bible, ‘‘concerning them which are asleep, 
that ye sorrow not, even as others which have no hope. For if we 
helieve that Jesus died and rose again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with him.” 

When he had talked to them of death and its impotency and 
they had prayed together and sung another hymn the congrega- 
tion filed out of the church and from their cars and trucks and 
from boxes under the trees they brought out flowers. ‘Such quan- 
tities of flowers—old-fashioned roses and pinks from dooryards 
at home, fancy florist wreaths and “‘arrangements’’ and finally, 
most touching of all, wax and paper flowers painstakingly con- 
trived at home.
